Southern California, it may be said, bas 


| be piped out to Los Angeles, so that it 
can be delivered here cheaply, and 
hence transported to other sections, 
and the problem of cheapness is solved. 

We believe there is a great future in 
store for petroleum as fuel in California. 
As a steam generator it is unexcelled. 
It is safely applied by a pipe leading 
from a tank, and, injected into a 
furnace by the aid of a jet of steam. it 
operates like a vast blow-pipe. There 
is no stoking, there are no ashes and 
clinkers to remove, and the flues are 
not unduly clogged. The fire can be 
gauged with the nicety of a gas- jet, and 
when a fire is no longer required, con- 
sumption can be stopped instanter. 
The very convenience of its use recom- 
mends it above any other fuel. except 
natural gas. In many instances its use 
will dispense with the services of one 
man—a stoker - and that is an economy 
in its faveg. 

Petroleum has been sold in Pennsyl- 
-| vania as low as 30 cents a Barrel. It 
has never gone lower than 90 cents a 
barrel in California, and has ranged 
from that up to $2.50. With pipe lines 
introduced, and with them, perhaps, 
competition between rival producers, 
there is no telling what may be accom- 
plished in the way of bringing down 
prices. 

Petroleum is already used extensive- 
ly for fuel in Los Angeles, and is-likely 
not only to hold its own, but to con- 
stantly gain in the estimation of con- 
sumers. . Whether it is destined to be 
extensively introduced on ocean steam- 
ers remains to be seen, but there are 
many arguments in its favor, not the 
least of which is the lessened bulk re- 
quired for storage. The use of petro- 
leum in railroad engines has thus far 


perimtnts have been made. If these 
experiments have failed, we believe the 
failure must have been due more to the 
lack of proper appliances for burning 
it than in the absence of intrinsic 
merit in the oil itself. 

There is nothing more certain than 
the assumption that petroleum is des- 
tined to play a large part in the steam 
making of the industrial world.

CALIFORNIA FRUITS. 
A Scant Supply, and Good Prices 
Prevail. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 1.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} A Chicago special to the 
Chronicle says: California green fruits 
are in good request. The supply of cherries 
continues very small.
